WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne 
having duly considered methods of destruction of animals, does hereby 
declare that no animals shall suffer needless pain, stress, fear and apprehension 
from inhumane and inefficient methods of destruction, and, that the administration 
of death to an animal by a barbiturate or a derivative substance thereof 
is recognized as one of the most humane method of animal destruction; 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA:

SECTION 1. That except for the destruction of only newborn 
or animals of very small size, the Fort Wayne Humane Shelter, other animal 
shelters, and/or public animal facilities which destroy animals in the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana, shall use only Sodium Pentabarbitol or a derivative 
substance for said purpose, or an injectable material heretofore undeveloped 
which is proved to be as effective, and in the case of the destruction of 
newborn or animals of very small size, that halothane or methoxyfLurane 
inhalant anesthetics may be used. 
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SECTION 2. That only persons trained in humane procedures 
by licensed veterinarians or by animal technicians registered shall perform 
the destruction of animals in a humane manner. 

SECTION 3. That no animal's body shall be disposed of until 
all vital signs are checked (fixed pupil, cessation of heartbeat and respiration) 
to assure that death has occurred. 

SECTION 4. Except as provided in Section 1, it shall be unlawful 
to use any other method, equipment or drugs to destroy animals at the 
Fort Wayne Humane Shelter, other animal shelters and/or public facilities 
in the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

SECTION 5. That the so-called decompression or high altitude 
chamber presently used at the Fort Wayne Humane Shelter shall be locked 
and considered inoperable upon this ordinance becoming in full force and 
effect. 

SECTION 6. That sufficient funds shall be appropriated in 
each annual budget of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, for personnel, 
drugs, equipment, and facilities necessary to administer humane destruction 
of animals as specified in this Ordinance. 

SECTION 7. That the term "animals" as used in this Ordinance 
is defined as any animate being not human. 
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SECTION 8. That rules and regulations relating to procedures 
for destruction of animals shall be promulgated by the Fort Wayne Humane 
Commission in accordance with the provisions of this Ordinance, and that 
necessary Federal and State certificates of controlled substance registration 
be obtained by the Commission to permit the use of sodium pentabarbitol 
at the Fort Wayne Humane Shelter. 

SECTION 9. That any person who violates a provision of 
this Ordinance upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine not 
to exceed $500.00 and by a sentence to jail not to exceed 30 days. 

SECTION 10. If any section, paragraph, or part of this Ordinance 
is for any reason held to be unconstitutional or invalid by any Court of 
competent jurisdiction, such unconstitutionality or invalidity shall not affect 
the validity or effectiveness of the remaining portions of this Ordinance. 


SECTION 11. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect 
upon its passage, approval by the Mayor, and legal publication thereof, 
and upon the receipt of Federal and State approval for use of sodium pentabarlhi 
at the Fort Wayne Humane Shelter, and upon completion of training of at 
least three (3) Shelter employees in the method of injecting sodium pentabarbitjd
